On a very short) notice, ono of Ihe lurgei andi
most intelligent crowds we huv ever seen assem-

bled at tho Court House in this city, on Satur

day niglit Ihe 27th hist., for the purpose of hear

ing this giltcd and accomplished young orator.
Five years ago, Mr. Lamar's name and genius were

iinknnwn, beyond the circle of his immediate

friends and acquaintances, who, however, warm- -
v appreciated him, and firmly believed in the

bright future that wns before him. Now, in that
brief space of time, his reputation as an orator, a
tiuinhed scholar, a moral and intellectual philoso-

pher, and a Statesman, lias rose so high, that its
shadows have been cast over the whole empire,
and his name is almost as well known on the Con-

necticut or the Hudson, as it is on the banks of the

Mississippi. Many of the audience were learned
men of all par ies, and the members of the Oppo-

sition, be it said to their honor, were out in

large numbers, and gave tho speaker a polite and
attentive hearing.
